A further big advance by Bri- 
tish ferees in Libya was announced 
in yesterday's Middle East Com- 
mand communique, which — states 
that FE] Agheila—about 145 miles 
south of Benghazi—has been oc- 
cupied by the advanced elements 
of the Pritish armoured forces.

Although UWlustrious in a dam- 
aged condition was one of the 
greatest prizes of air and naval 
war, the Germans accepted defeat 
and would not come any more: 
All necessary repairs were made 
to the [Uustrious in Malta har- 
bour and she steamed safely to 
Alexandria unter her own 
power at 23 knots. a 

Mr, Churchill said he dwelt on 
this incident, not becaus2-it dis- 
posed of the danger in the Cen- 
tral Mediterranéah, but in order 
to show that there, as elsewhere, 
we intended to give a good ac- 
count of ourselves,

American Aid | 


It now seemed certain that the 
Government and people of the 
United States iniended to supply 
us with everything necessary for 
Victory. ' . : 

Mr. Churchill recalled: that, in 
the last war, the-United States’sent 
two million men across the Atlan- 
tic. But this was nét a war of 
immense armies ‘firing immense 
shells at one another. We don't 
need the gallant armies which are 
forming throughout American 
Union. We don’t need them this 
year or next year or, as far as I 
can foresee, in any year. But we 
ag need most urgently, an im- 
mense and continuous supply of 
war materials ard techmical ap- 
paratus of all kinds. 


Dill Warning 


Concluding his broadcast, the 
Premier referred to the warning 
given to him by General Dill that 
Hitler may be forced to try to in- 
vade the. British Isles in the near’ 
future, .

This is revealed in 
reports reaching Britain, 

Railway freight transport de- 
pends almost entirely on wagons, 
and any severe shortage will 
mean not only a desperate situa- 
tion for war transport, but. also 
the hold-up, or complste  stop- 
page, of work in fuctories, 

Unlike British Railways, the 
Reichbahn has been neglected 
and starved of renewals ever 


since the Nazi party came to 
power. 


Acute Shortage 


Shortly before the war it was 
stated officially in Germany that 
£300,000,000 would have to be 
spent to bring the Reichbahn up 
to date, 

The results of this neglect and 
the overloading of German rail- 
ways through the demands of the 
tremendous Nazi war -machine 
are now beginning to show them- 
selves in accidents and broken~ 
down railway wagons. 

In fact, the shortage of wagons, 
which: is one of the most. import- 
ant features of railway transport 
in war time, has now become 
critical in Germany.

Even if navalium were to cost 
three times the price of steel, I 
am informed, future ships would 
be built with the alloy, ag the

§n a cruiser as much ae 200 
tone may be saved in weight 
by the substitution of alumin- 
jum alloy for brass or sheet 
steel In many parts of the ship 
which do not have to resist 
stress. 


Pioneer Work 


The British shipbuilding indus- 
try has done pioneer work in the 
use of aluminium. 

Several small vessels of the 
yacht type have been constructed 
of aluminium alloy with satis- 
factory results. 

The alloy, however, has never 
been used in the main structural 
parts of ships other than those of 
the smallest size.

There's no flying; no excitement. 
about it. 

Comes the next stage when 
the mem have their first taste of 
flying in light service atrcraft, 
lectures on simple navigation, air- 
.menship, engines, and theory of 
Jlight. That, of course, embraces 
the mastery of the controls—rud- 
der and “joy stick.” 

It is the combination of these 
controls that is an important part 
of the teaching. 

The first lessons learned, the 
pilot goes to the Intermediate 
Training Squadron, where he 
meets a twin-engine ‘plane for 
the first time. He must polish 
up his airmanship, “road” man- 
ners in the air, and learn how 
to get the best out of his craft, 
which alone forms a distinct 
stady. 

Then there’s night flying. He 
must know how) tu request per- 
mission to land, and how to do 
it. and what to do in the case of 
forced Jiandings. There are che 
principles of reconnaissance work, 
bombing, the use of machine-guns, 
and Ineteorolugy, in addition to 
the highly complex subject of 
navigation. 

One of the most interesting 
“teachers” T saw at this school 
was the link trainer, in) which 
the pupil has ten hours blind fiy- 
ing and blind landings. The size: 
of a small car, with wings and 
rudder, the link trainer, is static, 
with all the controls and instru- 
ments of an aeroplana, 


Tricky Controls 

The pupil is thus taught by in- 
struments how to fly blind. He 
sits in the cockpit and operates 
the controls as he would in the air. 

If the “joy stick” ig pulled too 
far back, the speed indicator will 
fall until the speed at which the 
‘plane would stall is reached. And 
if the rudder is incorrectly moved, .. 
the instruments will-show that the 
“plane” is in a spin! 

The “course” of the pupil is re- 
corded on a chart by ‘an instru- 
ment coupled electrically to the 
“tplane,” and this reacts ‘to any 
.operation made by the pilot. All 
the time the instructor is in com- 
, munication with the airman by 
microphone, 


‘Bombing calls for a high note 
}of accuracy, and the airman has

Evidence of blows by au 
ex-pugilist corporal was 
given at Sussex Assizes at 
Lewes by a soldier senten- 
ced to six years’ penal ser- 
vitude for his man- 
slaughter. . 


Summing up the Judge said that 
no amount of provocation, cruelty 
or bad conduct justified a man 
killing another man in this coun- 
try. He could see no sign of 
self-defence. 

“But if a man killed because 
the provocation ho had received 
was more than human nature 
could be expected to bear, the 
law made allowanceg for human 
weaknesses." 


Private Arthur Burrows, thirty- 
six, of the Pioneer Corps, was 
found not guilty of murdering 
Provost Corporal George Thomas 
Brown, at Burgess Hill on Octo- 
ber I. It was alleged that Bur- 
rows shot Brown with a rifle.

BOMBER 


A Spitfire rammed a 
Heinkel heavy bomber in 
mid-air during an enemy 
raid over a south-east 
town. The Spitfire tore 
off one of the Heinkel’s 
wings and both machines 
crashed out of control. 
The four men of the 
bomber crew and the Spit- 
fire pilot were killed. 


The ‘plane came down at 
Buckland, midway between Sit- 
tingbourne and Faversham, Kent. 

There was a burst of flames 
as the machines crashed, and 23 
firsmen ran towards them, 
hombs exploded and killed one 
of them.

All three fighters were able to 
get ln bursts of machine-gun fire 
as the raider raced for safety.

Train A_Pilot 


T was once said to me that our 
pilots had a “superiority com- 
plex” when they went up either to 
tackle Nazi raiders or go off on 
bombing expeditions, Machine for 
machine, it was a fairly even 
match! but man for man, the Bri- 
tish pilot had a decided pull.

There's no flying; no excitement 
about it. 

Comes the next stage when 
the men have their first taste of 
flying in light service aircraft, 
lectures on simple navigation, air- 
manship, engines, and theory of 
flight.

The 
speed of the. aircraft and the wind 
must come-into the reckontng, and 
here the all-important bomb 
sights come into it.

This remark is of the greatest importance at the 
present time because it comes just when that part 
of the year is approaching when the weather ordin- 
arily interferes most with air operations. 


It may be that’ the Germans, 
finding their air force incapable of 
piere.ng the Royal Air Force de- 
fences or of shutting down our 
acrodromes, are turning to the 
possibilities of invas.on without 
air preparation, 

It would be a daring plan and 
in sharp contrast to Nazi war 
doctrine as revealed hitherto, 

Though it seems at first sight to 


‘be unl kely, the possibility must 


be envisaged that the German 
command, having found the -Luft- 
waffe unable to overcome the 
Reyal Air Force, may make an 
invasion attempt at a time when 
air operations on both sides are 
sharply restricted by weather. 


Dense Fog 


In. commercial aviation the 
weather has often been known to 
shut down flying for. three and 
fuur days on end. At such a 
tme when there is dense fog, 
the Royal Air Force could play 
little or no part in destroying in- 
yuding troops. The operation 
would become one between arm: cs 
and navies. ~ 

Onty naval and military, 
specialist can say, whether such 

a plan’ ts workable, ,But both 

sides must be well aware of 

the limitations placed Gpon air 
support during dense fog. 

It is true that directly the wea- 
ther cleared the Royal Air Force 
would at once come into action 
again on the fullest scale; but the 
Germans have a_ strong belief 
that -the'r troops, once well in- | 
stalled at a point, can hold on in 
face of the heaviest. air bombard- 
ment. 

The lesson of the Rodyal Air 
Force bombings of Stavanger 
must not be lightly dismissed.

A further big advance by Bri- 
tish ferees in Libya was announced 
in yesterday's Middle East Com- 
mand communique, which | states 
that El Agheila—about 145 miles 
south of Benghazi—-has been oc- 
cupied by the advanced elements 
of the British armoured forces.

There’s no flying; no excitement 
about it. 

Comes the next stage when 
the men have their first taste of 
flying in Jight service aircraft, 
lectures on simple navigation, air- 
manship, engines, and theory of 
flight. That, of course, embraces 
the mastery of the controls—rud- 
der and “joy stick.” 

It is the combination of these 
controls that is an important part 
of the teaching.

There are the 
principles of reconnaissance work, 
bombing, the use of machine-guns, 
and tneteorology, in addition to 
the highly complex subject 9 ot 
navigation, 

One olf the most interesting 
“teachers” To saw oat this school 


was ine dink trainer, ino which 
the pupil has teu huurs blind fly- 
‘ing amg, blind landings. The size 
,of a small car, with wings and 
rudder, the link truiner, is static, 
with all the controls and instru- 
ments of an ueroplane. 


Tricky Controls 


The pupil is thus taught by in- 
struments how to fly blind. He 
sits in the cockpit and operates 
the controls as he weuld in the air, 

If the “joy stick” is pulled too 
far back, the speed incticator will 
fall until the speed at which the 
‘plane would stall is reached. And 
if the rudder is incorrectly moved, 
the instruments will show that the 
‘Cniane’ is in a spin! 

The “course” of the pupil is re- 
carded on’ a chart by an instru- 
ment coupled electrically ta the 
“plane,” and thi§ reacts to any 
operation mide by the’ pilot. All 
the time the instructor is in com- 

nication with the airman by 
microphone, 


Bombing calls for a high note 
of accuracy, and the airman has 
an opportunity of attaining this 
through the medium of the 
bomb-sighting apparatus. As you 
probably know, when bombs are 
dropped from a_height of, say, 
10,000 feet, they are not released 
when the ‘plane {fs directly over 
the target, or they’d miss it. ‘The 
l'speed of the aircraft and the wind 
must come into the reckoning, and 
here the all-important bomb 
sights come into it. 

The pupil has.a sight in a dark 
room at the training squadron, 
arranged over a movable map, 
and on the instructions of his 
teacher he “drops” a bomb on 
a target, and a small light records 
the hit, or miss, ag the case may 
be. Altogether, the pilot has 20 
hours of this ground instruction 
before he bombs from the air,’ 
and here again he has no mis- 
siles.

This remark is of the greatest importance at the 
present time because it comes just when weather in- 
terferes most with air operations. 


It may be that the Germans, 
nding their air force incapable of 
piercing the Royal Air Force de- 
tences or of shutting down our 
aerodromes, are turning to the 
possibilities of invas on without 
wir preparation, 

It would be a daring plan and 
in sharp contrast to Nazi war 
doctrine as revealed hitherto. 

Though it seems at first sight to 
be unl kely, the possibility must 
be envisaged that the German 
command, having found the Luft- 
waffe unable to overcome — the 
Reyal Air Force, may male an 
Wvasion attempt at a time when 
wir operations on both sides ate 
sharply restricted by weather. 


Dense Fog 


In commercial aviation the 
weather has often been known to 
shut down flying for three and 
four days on end. At such oa 
time when there is dense fog, 
the Royal Air Force could play 
little or no patt in destroying in- 
vading — troops: The operation 
would become one between armies 
and navies. 

Only naval and military 
specialist can say whether such 
a plan Is workable, But both 
sides must be well aware of 
the limitations placed upon alr 
support during dense fog. 

It is true that directly the wea- 
ther cleared the Royal Air Force 
would at once come into action 
again on the fullest scale; but the 
Germaus have a_ strong belief 
that their troops, once well in- 
stalled at a point, can hold on in 
face of the heaviest air bombard~ 
ment. 

The lesson of the 
Force bombings of Stavanger 
must not be lLghtly dismissed. 
Gere German troops dug them- 
selves in and in spite of frequent 
and exceedingly heavy bombing, 
they stayed there. Moreover, 
every time our pilots went out 
and blew the runways to bits, 
the Germans turned to repairing 
them at high speed, 


Reckless Scheme 


When 
troops ate dug in at a 


Royal Air 


point,

disciplined and tough, 


they are difficult to shift by 

aerial bombardment alone. It Is 

a point that might influence the 

German command tn some reck- 

less and revolutionary scheme 

of invasion without air support. 

The aim might be to rush the 
defences under cover of fog and 
mist and to hope that key points 
might be seized and anti-aircraft 
guns installed in time to enable 
them to be held against the aerial 
bombardment which would begin 
directly the weather cleared, 

It is, of course, clear that such 
an attempt would be breaking all 
the tactical rules; but the Ger- 
mans have shown — themselves 
completely uninfluenced by his- 
torical theory in their movements.

Work which has been 
undertaken by the Re- 
search and Experiments 
Department of the Minis- 
try of Home Security and 
observation of the dam- 
age done during air raids 
have shown that the dan- 
ger arising from flying 
glass is considerable.

Bracing devices to strengthen

or nore, which are usually those 
of shop fronts, restaurants, and 
hotelg, ‘are prone to damage by 
bla‘'t because af their large areas, 
and the protection of the interior 
lit by the window is desirable.

the centre of the city was attack- 
ed and wrecked. There was 
grave fighting and shooting. 

“The Dutch, armed with 
knueckle-dusters, crowbars and 
hods, laid low some of the Nazis. 
As a reprisal the Nazis smashed 
up the home of a secretary of the 
Union.”
